1992  looks  like  a  tough  year  to  be  graduating  as  a  nurse.  This  profession  which  is 
supposed  to  guarantee  jobs  has  been  caught  in  the  turmoil  created  by  a  restructuring  of 
the  health  care  system.  The  words  downsizing  and  rationalizing  have  become  familiar 
ones  to  describe  the  changes  that  are  taking  place.  The  fact  that  the  government  has 
decided  that  33%  of  the  provincial  budget  is  enough  to  spend  on  health  care  and  that 
there  is  duplication  and  waste  in  the  system  is  little  comfort  when  you  are  about  to 
graduate  and  need  a  job. 

However,  there  is  a  rainbow  out  there,  even  if  it  is  not  visible  at  the  moment.  You  are 
prepared  for  the  type  of  health  care  system  we  are  moving  to.  You  know  how  to  function 
in  the  community,  how  to  teach  patients  to  care  for  themselves  so  they  can  be 
discharged  from  hospital  earlier,  how  to  develop  health  promotion  programs  to  help 
communities  stay  healthy,  how  to  evaluate  research  findings  for  their  value  relative  to 
particular  problems  and  what  nursing  has  to  contribute  to  multidisciplinary  teams.  The 
short  term  may  look  pretty  stormy  on  the  job  market,  but  your  preparation  and  ability  will 
pay  off.  Systems  do  not  restructure  forever,  in  fact  they  are  usually  done  fairly  quickly,  and 
when  the  dust  settles,  you  are  the  nurses  who  will  be  sought  out  for  your  ability  to 
contribute  to  the  new  system. 

Meanwhile  take  some  risks,  go  where  the  jobs  are,  learn  as  much  as  you  can  about 
different  places,  ways  of  doing  fhings,  cultures  and  systems.  Meet  the  leaders  of  nursing  in 
other  places.  Go  back  to  school  so  when  the  system  is  ready  for  you,  you  will  have  even 
better  credentials  to  bring  to  it.  But  most  of  all,  believe  in  yourselves.  You  are  the  best  there 
is.  I  know  it  and  I'm  not  biased  at  all!
